8. The prior art of record does not teach, nearly teach or provide any motivation in 
modifying the electrochemical cell to comprise a seal for sealing an aperture in the 
container and cover and forming at least a part pressure relief vent for releasing 
pressure from the cell. The seal is a first thermoplastic seal member comprising a 
thermoplastic resin and more than 10 weight percent of a thermal-stabilizing filler. The 
thermal-stabilizer comprises of glass.
